INTERESTING ‘SHIPS. 


Sir "Alfred Yarrow, ., the . ‘great 
shipbuilder, iho is in his ninetieth 
year and gave up active, work lesa 
than four” yeara ago, | writes -about 
some interesting ships. he. has built 
—the King’s torpedo-boat, the first 
destroyer, and others, in the 
Evening News. . : 

My shipbuilding career commenc- 
ed at the “Isle of Dogs” on the 
Thames sixty-five years. ago, when
